1 . The amendments filed 1 0/1 7/2005 have been entered and are sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 5-8 and 10-17 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/17/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. With regard to claim 5, and Applicant's assertion that Suzuki does not disclose "a 
plurality of predetermined different correlated operation instructions that correspond to 
the predetermined event" (Page 9, Lines 13-20 of Remarks), the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Suzuki clearly discloses that each move event will result in a plurality of 
different move messages being sent to each terminal in the system, reflecting the new 
location of the avatar that was moved (Col 7, Lines 61-66). Furthermore, each move 
message includes a plurality of correlated operation instructions, including position 
coordinates and eye directions indicating how to position the moved avatar (Col 6, Lines 
40-58 and Fig 6). 

4. With regard to claim 1 , Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for the reasons 
set forth above with regard to claim 5.
